Every 
one hath 8 mcaſure of grase,and a gift of the holy 
Ghof, onely to uſe it as a Talent is lent fo2 a 
time; ſome wealthy, ſome pon, and accozding as 
is meet, the adminiſtration is rewarded at the 
laſt day; what need we to have ſo many Boks 
made, which is but a wearineſs to the fleſh , tis 
the ker ping of Gods Tommandments that dire- 
tteth us to Chziſt, the Light of the wo2ld. which 
is not hid from men ti:at ſ&k him: Seek and you 
ſhall find; it pon never ſ k, you never can find.

For this cauſe I left thee in Crete, that thou ſhoul- 
deſt ſet in order thoſe things that are wanting, 
and ordain Elders in every City as I had appoin- 
ted thee. that is, Biſhops as is o2vatned to con- 
tinue in every Biſhop2ick; fo2 the following 
Uerſe makes it appear: the 6 Uerſe, If any be 
blaineleſs, a hutband co a wife, having faithful 
children, not accuſed of riot nor unraly : Then 
go to the 7 Aerſe, And it names you the Biſhops, 
ſaying the Biſhops muſt be blameleſs as the Stew- 
ards of God, not ſelf- willed, no ſtriker, not given 
to wine, that's exceſſive drinking, not ſoon angay 
nor covetous. Now Codetovſneſs is this, to co⸗ 
vet any thing that is pour neighbours, but a lover. 
of Yoſpitality, that's charitable to the needp, a 
lover of ged men : ſober, juff, holy, temperate, 
holding koꝛth the faithfiil Word that it may be a- 
ble to exhozt, and to convince the gatn-ſapers not 
giving heed to Jewiſh Fables and Commande- 
ments of men that turn from the Truth, who pꝛo⸗ 
tels they know God, but in wozks they — 
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him, Titus 1: 17. And Timothyſaith, He that de- 


fireth the Office of a Biſhop,deſireth a good work 
1 Tim. 3. 1. But firſt let him be pꝛoved, then let 
him uſe the Office betug found blamelefs, v. 10. 
Read 1 Tim. 5. 1. Rebuke not an Elder but in- 
treat him as a Father; that is, & Biſhop ought 


not to be rebuked; fo2 thou maiſt know how thou 


ouehteſt to carry thy ſelf in the Povſe of God, 
which is the Charch of the living God, the pillar 
of the truth, 2 Tim. 3. 15. and Jet the Biſhops or 
Elders that rule well be counted worthy of dou- 
ble honour, eſpecially they who labour, in the 
word and doctrine, for the Laborer is worthy of 
hyre, Math. 10. 1e. 1 Tim.5.17.19. for againſt the 
Elder return no Accuſation but before two or 
three witneſſes; J theretoze beſe ch pou beten 
not to put belief in fables, and to make cone 
tro verſit about the woꝛd of God, and ce mmands 
ns thus to testh and exho2t, and if zny man 
teach other wayes, and not in dectrine ecec dir g 
to Godline tte, he is p2oud knowing rothi g: but 
doubting about qu ſtions and ſtriſs of wezds, 
whereof comes envy , diſcozy, etill“crmiſtag, 
perverſe viſpntings ot men of coxrupt minds, nd 
deſerters ot the truth. ſuppoſi g that gain to be

And ſpiritual fruits are theſe, love, joy, peęce, 
lona-ſuffering, gentleneſs, gavneſs, faith,m&@k- 
neſs, temperance, againſt ſuch there is no law, 
and they that are Chꝛiſts have cracified the fleſh 
with the affections and luſts; If we live in the

A way of maintenance muſt be paid {02 the Pi⸗ 
niſtry; then how can it be better then by way of 
Tythes- foz if it was put to the Conſcience 3 of 
ſome men of reſolute ſpirits they would pay no- 
thing, and by ſuch means the Goſpel of Chziſt 
wouls be diſcountenanced or if all people ſhould 
have liberty of Eonſcience ts doe what they lift, 
the Sabbath dap would be of little regard, and a 
wozld of evil conceits pꝛadiled every man rim- 
ning after the frowaroneſs of his own heart; we 
ſhonld have murder, who2edome, d24mkenneſle,
